dent will reach the Pacific coast in time 
to review the Pacific fleet at San Fran- 
cisco, September 15 
Secretary Tumulty said the 
tour 


would occupy about 25 davs, "if the 
president ca'ft stand it," and the itiner- 
ary is expected to be completed within 
24 hours. The president's, purpose not 
ti include Chicago has not been changed 
it was said, but he may speak at Co- 
lumbus and Cincinnati anl also at St. 
Louis. 
The president was represented as re- 


garding it more pressing than ever that 
he should make the trip and it was ex- 
plained that he would not necessanlv 
wait for the peace treaty to be report- 
ed to the senate by the foreign rela 
tlons committee. 
While the president wishes to start 


on his tour very soon, there are vari- 
ous elements that must be considered, 
including the necessary arrangement 
for his reception in the cities to be vis>- 
ited and his desiie to greet General 
Pershing when he arrives in Xevv lork 
next week. 
Secretary Tumulty said the president 


felt that the speech making tour was 
of greater importance and that possibly 
he would greet General Pershing some- 
where in the west, probably at St. Louis 
as the general plans to go to his old 
home in Missouri soon after returning 
from overseas. 
While the itinerary still is incomplete, 
it was regarded today as almost cer- 
tain that the president would speaK at 
Sioux City, Iowa; Minneapolis or St.
